In speaking1 of conditions at Buck- 


eye Lake during the flood period, 
Mr. H. H. Rosebraugn. who has been 
a lake resident for more than thirty- 
five years, authorized the statement 
following: 
Mr. Rosebraugh states 


that considering the great amount 
of rainfall falling on the great water 
shed that feels the lake, that noth- 
ing could have prevented the banks 
giving way had the Licking feeder 
banks remained intact during the 
flood season. 
The levees along the 


feeder br^ke in eleven places and 
the floode spread at once over more 
than a thousand acres of lowlands 
thus relieving the lake of a consid- 
erable portion of the flood waters. 
To give an idea of the height of the 
water in the lake up to the time the 
feeder broke, is best put in saying 
that it was '"brim full." 
The new 


retaining walls withstood the pres- 
sure of the great weight of flood 
waters, these walls are in no way 
faulty, but had the feeder held, the 
lake would have overflowed in many 
places and without 
doub: 
broken 


and flooded Newark, 
nearly sixty 


feet below the natural level of the 
ake country.

TONGUES OF BIRDS. 


That of the Humming Bird Is About 


the Meet Curious of All. 


A German naturalist has gathered 


some curious data with reference to 
tbe tongues of birds. As he points 
out, many persons suppose that wood- 
peckers use their sharp pointed tongues 
as darts with 'which to transfix their 
prey. Jt is true that the woodpecker, 
like the bumming bird, can dart out 
its tongue with extraordinary rapidity 
and that Its mouth is furnished with 
an elaborate mechanism for this pur- 
pose, yet investigation shows that the 
object of their swift motion Is only to 
catch the prey, not to pierce it. For 
tbe purpose of holding the captured 
victim tbe woodpecker's tongue is fur- 
nished with a sticky secretion. 


Inasmuch as It possesses the power 


of imitating speech, it is not surprising 
to learn that the parrot's tongue re- 
sembles that of man more closely than 
any other bird's tongue does. It is not 
because the parrot Is more Intelligent 
than many other birds, but because its 
tongue is better suited for articulation 
than theirs that it is able to amuse us 
with its mimicry. 


In some respects tbe humming bird's 


tongue is tbe most remarkable of all' 
It is double nearly from end to end. 
so that tbe little creature is able to 
grasp its Insect prey very mucb^as if 
its mouth were furnished with a* pair 
of fingers.—Harper's Weekly. 


Gardens of the Bosporus. 


The gardens of tbe Bosporus are 


one of tbe most characteristic fea- 
tures of that river-like strait. They 
have, moreover, a definite cachet of 
their own. This is largely prescribed 
to them by the nature of the soil on 
which tbey are laid out. Tbe banks of 
the Bosporus slope sharply back to a 
height of some 400 feet and are bro- 
ken by valleys penetrating more grad- 
ually into tbe rolling tablelands of 
Thrace and Asia Minor. Few of Cbeir 
houses, therefore, do not enjoy some 
view of the water and of tbe opposite 
shore, rarely more than a mile or two 
away. The gardens of tbe houses are 
accordingly laid out with reference to 
those views and are determined in 
form by tbe steepness of tbe hillsides 
on which they lie. They are terraces— 
that is, one or many according to the 
size of tbe garden.—Scribner's.

The Glacial Epochs. 


Several times in recent years it has 


been observed that great explosive 
volcanic eruptions (Krafcatoa. Pele, 
Katmal) by charging tbe upper atmos- 
phere in the isothermal region with 
fine dust have markedly diminished 
the amount of solar radiation received 
at the earth's surface. It seems evi- 
dent, according to Professor W. J 
Humphreys, that the effect of this 
process must be to reduce the temper- 
ature of the air near the earth, since 
the dust scatters a great amount of 
tbe solar radiation. Thus a period of 
excessive volcanic activity, if long con- 
tinued, would produce tbe thermal 
conditions of an ice age. The geolog- 
ical record is said to furnish eTidence 
that such a period actually began
